halt and almost blind. 
But one 
of 
the keenest pleasures this present-day 
Daniel Comfort has in life, and they 
are few because of the state of 
his 
health, is that of talking about those 
days so long ago when he was young 
and a pilot on both 
the 
Mississippi 
and the Missouri rivers. 
Those were 
ffhys, 
he 
remarks, 
when men were 
men, when around every bend in the 
river there lurked the danger of en­ 
emy Indians, when there 
were 
ob­ 
stacles of land and water to be over­ 
come if the good ship “ Far West” or 
others of which he was pilot vcere to 
be guided safely to their destinations 
on the outer rim of civilization. 
Identifying Mr. Comfort further, it 
may be said that he 
is 
a native 
of 
New Madrid and will l»e 88 years old 
next January. 
Further, 
considering 
his age 
and 
single 
blessedness, he 


may be safety regarded a t a confirm­ 
ed old bachelor, who, now that 
his 
river days are done, is »pending 
his 
last years on his small farm th at lies 
at th eoutsklrts of 
this cip H fl 
of 
New Madrid County. 
It really 
isn’t 
a farm any longer, but is the four* 
acre rem nant of what was known in 
the 
old 
days 
as the Dan Comfort 
place, a pretentious tract. 
Here, with 
such attendants as are necessary, 
he 
passes his dtys, visiting with friends: 
There are 
twenty-one 
years 
of 
Com fort’s life that are m ost interest­ 
ing to him. 
Thay represent the per­ 
iod when he was on the rivers, 
from 
1876 to 181*7. 
During th at tim e he 
was a licensed pilot, 
operating 
on 
numerous boats th at plied 
up 
and 
down the Mississippi from St. Louis 
and up the Missouri as far as Fort 
Benton, Mont* then the highest point 
of navigation on the long river # that 
ti a versed 
the huge 
empire of 
the 
Northwest. 
Ask Dan Comfort to tell something 
of his experiences and he will tilt his 
chair back against the 
porch 
rail, 
. polish his shining pate with his ban* 
1 dana, steady his position 
with 
his 
cane that has been his companion for 
twenty years and mor», and rem ark 
something after this fashion: 
“I was horn here in New Madrid in 
18.19 and until I 
was 
35 
years old 
worked around at odd jobs here 
and 
there. 
1 was a farmer and a 
trader 
and a little bit of everything, 1 guess. 
i But I had always liked the river, was 
born near it ami lived on it 
practi­ 
cally while I was a boy. 
So 1 hired 
out on a boat and after 
the 
usual 
term 
of 
apprenticeship 
became a 
pilot. 
‘‘Many’s the run I’ve made from St. 
Louis to Fort Benton. 
In those days 
that was as far west as one could go 
with a boat of any size on the Missou- 
li and we did a big 
passenger 
and 
freight business. 
The Northwest war 
opening up and we’d carry men who 
intended to settle in the region. Most­ 
ly men, our passengers; a few worn- 
•n, but in the main men. 
Tw as too 
ough going for women. 
“ But the trip, at that, wasn’t 
so 
bud. 
We’d load the boat at St. Louis 
and start out, sort of living off 
the 
country as we went along. 
Buffalo 
were plentiful in those days. 
Many's 
th£ time I’ve sat in the pilot 
houre 
ami shot a bull on shore. 
We’d tie 
up, butcher him and maybe stop long 
enough for a regular 
barbecue. 
We 
had no schedule in those days, and a 
week or two one way or another

It was not at all uncom­ 
mon for us to have

There would be thousands of 
them—buffalo an far as one could »ee, 
migrating to new pastures or some­

“ Ever eat buffalo meat? It’s migh­ 
ty good. 
Pretty fine eating at the end 
of a big day’s run. 
A tine big steak 
with such trimmings

and the like as the cook carried with

oerries gathered as we went along”. 
Dan Comfort smacked his lips 
in 
pleasant recollection of the succulent 
meals served aboard ship. 
Cold-stor­ 
age beef is not in it with buffalo, 
he 
«aid. 
Then there was the matter of In­ 
dians. 
The men who can 
remember 
when the redskins were 
hostile 
are 
not so numerous, but Dan Comfort is 
one of them and he tells with 
much 
gusto of the several skirmishes 
he 
and hfc companions had with them as 
they plied up th«* Missouri. 
“ I was on the ‘Key West’ the year 
of the Custer massacre. 
That was in 
the summer of 1876. 
As we went up 
the rivei we heart! a lot 
of 
rumors 
about Indian uprisings and we were 
prepared for them when our boat was 
fired on four miles below Fort Buford, 
which is just inside the North Dako­ 
ta line near the Montana boundary, at 
the junction of the Missouri and the 
Yellowstone rivers. 
“ W’e were all set for them as 
we 
rounded the bend of the 
river 
and 
heard their rifles crack and ducked 
the bullets as they whizzed by. Ev­ 
ery man sprang to a gun and we open­ 
ed tire on them as soon as we 
could 
locate them on a ridge near the river. 
W’e had some soldiers with us 
and 
they unlimhered what they called 
a 
‘needle gun’, a small cannon used on 
river cratt, and when 
they 
started 
throwing shells at 
the 
Indians the 
latter took to their heels and 
were 
off. 
“W’e escaped with only a few min­ 
or injuries, the most 
serious 
being 
that of (a p t. Moore, in chatge of the 
soldiers. 
A bullet passed through his 
lip a.- neat as a pin, but the 
doctor 
patched him up and he suffered no ill 
effects. 
I sort of resented the 
a t­ 
tack, though, because the 
pesky 
In­ 
dians shot out every window in 
my 
pilot house and that night it rained 
like the dickens. 
I got snaking wet, 
which was the nearest 1 came ever to 
being massacred 
“Of course, there were dozens 
of 
other times when we had brushes with 
the Indians, hut we always managed 
to scare them off without 
a 
serious 
battle”. 
Progress up the river was alow 
in 
those days. 
Traveling was done only 
during daylight. Comfort said, and at 
night 
the 
l>oat was tied to a tree 
This 
halt 
in 
schedule was for the 
triple purpose of protection against 
Indians, 
insurance against- striking 
obstacles in the river after dark, and 
to permit the crew to fall to and cut 
enough wood for the next day’s fuel 
supply. 
\ 
“Of course, in those days no work 
had been done to make the Missouri 
navigable”, he said. 
“ Many 
times 
the river was so shallow that we all 
had 
to 
get 
off and spar the boat 
across, 
a 
rather difficult 
process 
Sometimes we’d have to use the poles 
to push it along, 
but 
we 
managed 
somehow, enjoying life, eating on the 
fat of the land and the little put out 
by the inconveniences of travel. 
“Sometimes we made 
side 
excur 
sions into smaller 
streams, 
and 
I 
think 1 was on one of the first boats 
that ever w'ent down the Yellowstone 
River with a cargo of freight. 
As 
I 
recall it, there was a gold rush 
on 
out that way and we 
were 
carrying 
freight to the miners. 
I 
never 
got 
the fever myself. 
1 always consider 
ed the river good enough for me”. 
“Those long voyages up the Mis­ 
souri might have been tedious 
had 
r ot the passenger and crew list been 
so diversified, but with 
adventurers 
making up the roster there were 
al­ 
ways lively times aboardship even if 
conveniences were confined 
to 
the 
simple comforts of life, 
“I have to laugh when I look at the 
river boats today and hear people talk 
about 
comfortable 
berths

they would like to sleep out on deck 
rolled in a blanket and trust to the 
Lord that it wouldn’t rain during the 
night? 
“ What did we do to amuse

The boat would be made safe and af­ 
ter enough w’ood had been cut to last 
us next day we’d have a big supper 
ami then sit around the tire and tell 
stories.

would hear some good ones, too, be­ 
cause most of our passengers 
were 
men who had roamed the world look­ 
ing for a thrill and were expecting to 
find a new one in the Northwest. 
‘‘Of course, wherever there was

good town along the route we’d

With succeeding years after 
1876 
the Northwest became less wild und 
with the coming of the railroads the 
necessity for river transportation was 
decreased.

year Dan 
Comfort saw conditions changing and 
after twenty years on the river he re­ 
tired. 
He came back to New Madrid,! 
invested his savings, saw them grow 
into 3000 acres of the be^t land 
in 
the county, and then he ^ Id most of | 
it 
and 
reinvested 
in 
government 
bonds. 
They say today in New Mad-, 
ii<l 
that 
Daniel 
Comfort, ex-riverj 
pilot, has plenty of what he is pleas-1 
ed to rail mazuma. 
The nearest approach t<> old river 
days when he was afloat on the Mis­ 
sissippi or the Missouri, came a few 
months ago when the river at 
his 
front door went on a flood rampage. 
The waters came to his farm and in­ 
undated it. 
They came higher 
and 
his first floor was under 2 fe«d o f wa­ 
ter. 
An attendant put hi*« 
bed 
on 
stilts and from this loftj 
eminence, 
Daniel Comfort watched the 
waters 
;wirl beneath him. 
“ I was as snug as a hug in a rug”, 
he said, “and while the flood lasted I 
thought I was back in the old 
pilot 
house. 
At that it seemed good to get 
hack”.
